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PROCEEDINGS. 


Greenleaf,  N.  C,  Wednesday,  October  23,  1907. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Disciples  of  Christ  met  this  day  in  it3 
Thirty-Seventh  Annual  Session  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  with  the  Greenleaf 
Church,  Greenleaf,  N.  C,  Wayne  County. 

Elder  W.  A.  James  lined  hymn  Number  692:  What  Shall  I  Render  to 
My  God.  Elder  W.  A.  James  read  for  a  Guide  Lesson  the  23rd  chapter  of 
St.  Matthew.  A  fervent  prayer  was  offered  by  Elder  J.  B.  Cornegy.  The 
Guide  Sermon  was  preached  by  Elder  W.  A.  James,  who  preached  from 
Matthew,  5th  chapter,  20th  verse:  "For  I  say  unto  you,  that  except  your 
righteousness  shall  exceed  the  righteousness  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees, 
ye  shall  in  no  case  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven."  The  sermon  was 
very  pointed  and  he  made  a  lasting  impression  upon  the  minds  of  his 
hearers.  After  a  recess  of  60  minutes,  the  Chief  Elder,  P.  H.  Howell,  took 
the  chair  and  lined  and  sung  hymn  Number  876:  A  Charge  to  Keep  I 
Have.  Elder  E.  W.  Warren  read  the  second  chapter  of  the  Phillippians. 
A  fervent  prayer  was  offere^rby  Elder  P.  H.  Howell.  Second  hymn 
Number  392,  To-morrow,  Lord  is  Thine.

It  was  proposed  by  Elder  I.  V.  Keys  and  agreed  by  Elder  W.  M.  Pettf- 
ford  that  Elders  C.  W.  Whitaker  and  L.  W.  Tillet,  conduct  the  Chief  and 
his  assistant  to  their  chairs.  Carried. 

The  Chief  Elder,  W.  A.  James,  on  taking  the  chair,  addressed  the  As- 
sembly in  a  lengthy  speech  upon  the  further  advancement  of  Education 
and  Christianity  among  the  Disciples,  and  thanked  them  for  the  honor 
conferred  upon  him. 

The  Assistant  Chief,  Elder  B.  J.  Gregory,  upon  taking  his  chair,  thanked 
the  Assembly  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  him. 

The  Scribe,  J.  C.  Cordon,  Sr.,  and  Assistant  Scribe,  J.  H.  Battle,  upon 
taking  their  chairs  made  pointed  speeches,  thanking  the  Assembly  for  the 
honors  conferred  upon  them. 

The  Chief  Elder,  W.  A.  James,  proceeded  to  appoint  the  following  breth- 
ren: On  the  Order  of  Business,  Elder  C.  R.  D.  Whitfield,  Elder  J.  R.

8.  No  brother  shall  interrupt  another  brother  while  he  is  speaking 
without  permission  from  the  speaker.

It  was  proposed  by  Bro.  H.  W.  Baum  and  agreed  by  Bro.  Samuel  Petti- 
ford,  that  Delegates  pay  at  the  next  General  Assembly,  $1.00.  Carried. 

It  was  proposed  by  George  Godley  and  agreed  by  E.  L.  Whitfield,  that 
ministers  in  the  charge  of  church  or  churches,  failing  to  report  the  Ten 
cents  every  three  months,  from  each  member,  to  the  Treasurer,  Elder  W. 
A.  James,  on  the  East  side  of  the  Tar  River  and  to  the  Assistant  Treas- 
urer, Elder  C.  R.  D.  Whitfield,  on  the  West  side  of  the  Tar  River,  the 
matter  shall  be  investigated  and  if  the  Pastor  in  charge  cannot  effect  any 
good  he  shall  be  removed. 

It  was  proposed  by  E.  L.  Whitfield  and  agreed  by  A.  G.  Phyrel,  that 
the  Assembly  adjourn  until  to-morrow  9  o'clock  a.  m.  Carried. 


THIRD  DAY— NIGHT  SERVICES. 

The  services  were  opened- by  Elder  B.  J.  Gregory,  who  lined  Hymn  879, 
"Soldiers  of  Christ  arise."  Read  for  the  evening's  lesson  the  6th  chapter 
of  the  Ephesians.  A  fervent  prayer  was  offered  by  Elder  C.  Long.  The 
Finance  Solicitors,  Elders  J.  R.  Green  and  W.  M.  Pettiford,  took  up  a  col- 
lection, which  was  $7.10.  Second  hymn,  753,  "On  Jordan's  stormy  banks  I 
stand,"  by  Elder  W.  S.  Wise.  Elder  B.  J.  Gregory  preached  from  1st  Pet.  4th 
chapter  and  18th  vs.:  "And  if  the  righetous  scarcely  be  saved,  where  will 
the  ungodly  and  the  sinner  appear  Elder  Gregory  preached  with  much 
power.

Read  for  the  opening,  the  12th  chapter  of  Paul's 
letter  to  the  Romans.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Elder  W.  A.  James.  The 
Chief  then  announced  the  house  ready  for  business. 
.It  was  proposed  by  C.  Long  and  agreed  by  R.  Moore,  that  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  previous  day  be  read  and  adopted,  with  necessary  corrections. 
Carried.

It  was  proposed  by  Jacob  McCloud  and  agreed  by  George  Godley,  that 
any  church  not  able  to  send  a  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  shall 
represent  by  letter,  the  letter  shall  be  sent  to  the  Chief  of  the  General 
Assembly.  Carried. 

It  was  proposed  by  Elder  A.  G.  Grantham  and  agreed  by  Harmon  Peel, 
that  no  preacher  or  member  belonging  with  the  Disciples  shall  not  belong 
to  any  Secret  Order.  Carried.  Amended  by  Elder  E.  W.  Warren,  those 
brethren  and  sisters  that  are  in  orders  to  come  out  and  those  out,  stay 
out.  Carried. 

It  was  proposed  by  H.  W.  Baum  and  agreed  by  George  Godley,  that  the 
brethren  belonging  to  Orders  be  given  one  year  for  a  reform.  Carried.' 

It  was  proposed  by  W.  M.  Pettiford  and  agreed  by  Bro.  Jacob  McCloud, 
that  the  Order  of  the  day  be  suspended  and  business  continued  one  hour 
and  a  half  longer.  Carried. 

It  was  proposed  by  Elder  I.  Darden  and  agreed  by  Elder  W.  R.  Steeley, 
that  the  Assembly  buy  an  Assembly  Record.  Carried.

RESOLUTIONS  AND  PROPOSALS. 

Whereas,  sums  of  money  have  been  received  by  the  Assembly  at  various 
times  for  one  purpose,  and  when  necessity  has  demanded  that  it  be  used 
for  another,  these  sums  of  money  have  been  used  for  the  necessary  de- 
mands instead  of  being  used  for  the  purposes  stated;  and,  feeling  that  it 
is  a  baa  precedent  to  follow  and  that  it  should  be  stopped  by  the  power 
of  the  Assembly,  and  to.  that  end  be  it 

Resolved,  That  all  money  paid  in  during  the  sitting  of  the  Assembly,  or 
sent  to  the  Assembly  shall  be  paid  for  the  following  purposes,  viz.: 

1.  Money  raised  for  the  expense  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  used  to  pay 
for  compiling  and  printing  of  the  minutes. 

2.  Money  raised  for  the  missionary  work  shall  be  used  on  missions  or 
for  education. 
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3.  Money  raised  for  superannuated  ministers  and  members  shall  be 
used  only  for  their  support. 

4.  There  shall  be  collections  raised  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a 
printing  press  for  the  Assembly. 

5.  Resolved,  That  these  funds  so  raised  shall  not  be  converted  to  any 
other  use,  unless  the  question  or  matter  be  carried  before  the  congregation 
of  each  Church  in  the  Assembly,  to  be  vote*d  upon  by  them. 

6.  Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  shall  go  into  effect  on  their  adop- 
tion by  the  Assembly,  and  shall  not  be  null  and  void  without  the  votes  Of 
the  congregation  composing  the  Assembly. 

7.  Proposal.  No  man,  as  a  preacher,  with  the  Disciples,  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  mistreat  hte  wife  by  staying  away  from  her  any  longer  than  he 
has  business  to  stay.  Any  preacher  with  the  Disciples  that  is  married 
and  will  go  away  from  home  and  deny  having  any  wife,  his  license  shall 
be  revoked  at  once.  They  must  feed  their  wives  and  clothe  them  and 
prepare  a  place  for  them  to  stay.  If  there,  shall  arise  a  complaint  against 
any  minister  belonging  with  the  Disciples  the  Seven  Councilmen  shall  be 
notified  and  they  shall  investigate  the  matter,  and  if  they  shall  find  the 
complaint  true  against  him,  he  shall  be  stopped  until  he  gets  right. 

8.  Proposal.  No  man,  belonging  to  the  Disciples,  shall  be  allowed  to 
give  out  circulars,  subscription  papers,  or  ask  any  aid  of  any  congrega- 
tion that  he  is  not  in  charge  of,  for  any  building  purposes,  without  per- 
mission from  the  pastor  in  charge. 

9.  Proposal.  No  man  belonging  to  the  Disciples  shall  be  allowed  in  any 
of  the  churches  to  preach  unless  he  can  show  printed  license  from  the 
General  Assembly. 

10.  No  brother  with  the  Disciples  shall  be  set  apart tto  preach  the  Gospel 
unless  he  has  a  normal  education,  good  morals,  and  his  Christian  character 
above  reproach. 

11.  Proposal.  No  minister  with  the  Disciples  shall  be  allowed  to  give  a 
mortgage  or  a  claim  on  any  church  or  church  property,  or  persuade  any 
congregation  to  do  so. 

12.  Proposal.  Any  minister  that  is  known  to  try  to  divide  any  congre- 
gation with  the  Disciples  for  any  cause,  his  license  shall  be  revoked  and 
his  name  dropped  from  the  minutes. 

13.  Proposal.  In  case  there  should  occur  a  vacancy  during  the  inter- 
vening of  the  General  Assembly  by  death,  or  any  other  trouble  that  may 
occur  between  church  and  pastor,  the  Chief  and  his  Assistant  Council  shall 
provide  for  regular  services.  No  minister  shall  accept  said  congregation 
without  permission  from  the  Chief. 

14.  Proposal.  Any  minister  that  is  present  at  the  General  Assembly 
and  shall  go  away  from  the  Assembly  attempting  to  ciake  void  any  of  its 
rules  shall  be  counciled. 

15.  Proposal.  All  ministers  that  accept  the  choice  of  a  church  or 
churches,  he  shall  serve  for  the  period  chosen,  if  he  possibly  can. 

16.  Proposal.  Any  man  coming  from  the  denominations  shall  not  be  set 
to  preach  for  the  Disciples  until  he  understands  the  Gospel  as  it  is  taught 
by  the  Disciples. 

17.  Proposal.    Any  young  brother  that  has  been  raised  up  among  the 
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JDisciples  shall  not  be  set  apart  to  preach  the  Gospel  until  pastor  and  con- 
gregation are  well  satisfied  that  he  is  qualified;  but  he  shall  be  given 
power  by  his  pastor  and  congregation  to  exercise  his  gift. 

18.  Proposal.  All  pastors  and  congregations  shall  give  letters  of  dis- 
mission when  requested. 

19.  Each  minister  is  requested  to  pay  into  the  Assembly  annually  $1.50.. 
and  ministers  in  charge  of  churches  are  requested  to  ask  their  members 
to  pay  25  cents  annually. 

20.  Proposal.  All  members  who  leave  their  respective  church  for  the 
space  of  twelve  months  shall  apply  before  leaving  for  a  certificate  of 
absence. 

21.  Proposal.  All  members  that  are  away  from  their  churches  shall  cor- 
respond as  often  as  once  hi  three  months. 

22.  Proposal.  All  Elders  must  be  connected  with  some  local  congrega- 
tion. 

23.  Proposal.  Any  member  of  the  church  found  intemperate  shall  be  tried 
by  the  church  to  which  he  or  she  belongs,  and  if  found  guilty  shall  be  ex- 
pelled until  reformed.  Any  preacher  found  intemperate  shall  be  tried  by  the 
Seven  Councilmen,  and  if  found  guilty  he  shall  be  expelled  until  he 
reforms. 

24.  Proposal.  That  no  preacher  shall  be  found  laying  around  the  congre- 
gation of  another  preacher. 

25.  Proposal.  That  when  the  former  pastor  has  resigned  a  church,  or 
a  new  pastor  is  called,  the  Church  shall  send  a  letter  of  commendation  to 
the  Assembly  respecting  his  honor,  as  he  has  done. 

26.  Proposal.  In  towns  of  five  or  seven  thousand  inhabitants,  no  preach- 
er is  allowed  to  build  a  new  church  nearer  an  old  church  than  one  mile, 
and  in  the  country  not  nearer  than  four  miles. 

27.  Proposal.  I,  W.  A.  James,  propose  that  no  minister  belonging  with 
the  Disciples,  who  knowingly  do  not  conform  to  the  agreements  of  the 
General  Assembly,  or  use  his  influence  in  their  congregations  for  the  same, 
he  shall  not  be  elected  to  any  office  or  an  appointment  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

28.  Proposal.  Any  member  of  any  of  the  local  congregations,  who  does 
not  do  his  or  her  duty  in  their  congregation,  they  shall  not  be  allowed  any 
voice  in  the  congregation  to  which  he  or  she  belongs,  nor  shall  not  be 
elected  for  a  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  or  Union  Meeting  or  any 
other  important  meeting. 

29.  Proposal.  Each  member  of  the  church  is  requested  to  pay  Ten 
cents  every  three  months,  Institute  funds,  and  money  collected  on  the  East 
side  of  Tar  River  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer,  Elder  W.  A.  James,  that  on 
the  West  side  of  the  Tar  River  be  sent  to  the  Assistant  Treasurer,  Elder 
C.  R.  D.  Whitfield. 

30.  Proposal.  That  each  delegate  pay  at  the  next  General  Assembly  $1.00. 

31.  Proposal.  Each  pastor  will  hold  a  Children's  Day  in  each  of  his 
churches  during  the  months  of  May,  June,  July  or  August,  1908,  and  the 
collections  shall  go  for  the  benefit  of  erecting  the  Christian  College  in 
Greenville,  N.  C. 

32.  Proposal.  No  member  with  the  Disciples  shall  not  join  a  Secret 
Order,  those  that  are  in  one  shall  come  out,  and  those  out  shall  stay  out.
